Public Notice No, 115-ITC(PN)/61, dated the 9th October, 1961, announcing the 
policy for licensing of Art Silk Yarn etc. under the Export Promotion Scheme for 
the period October, 1961 to March, 1962. 
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2. For paragraph 2(2) (e) of the aforesaid Public Notice, the following may*b& 
flubstituteo: — 

“No manufacturer will be entitled to Import art silk yarn under the Scheme 
in excess of Rs. 10 per loom per shift. The total number of loomshifts 
which will be taken Into consideration for determination of maximum 
export entitlement under the Scheme for the current licensing period 
will be the number of loomshlfts worked by a manufacturer—exporter 
in the art silk powerloom sector diuring April—September, 1961, 
period, If, however, any manufacturer—exporter has no loomshift 
performance during April—September. 1961, period, the maximum- 
export entitlement for the current period will be determined on the 
basis of one shift working assupiing 150, working days during the 
current period”,
